TOBACCO AND TH E T A R IF F . 
la their wanderings after criticisms of 
the existing tariff law the advocates of 
“a tariff for revenue only” have hit a p- 
on one topio that is of especial interest 
tu Rock ocunty—tobacco. They foam at 
the mouth because the petitions of W is­ 
consin and Ohio and Pennsylvania far­ 
mers were heard, and basten to array in 
opposition every consnmer who is likely 
to be affected thereby. 
Now, criticism of the tobacco tariff by 
the heralds cf a “revenue only” system 
invites attention to the treatment of the 
sabjeot 
under 
the British revenue 
law, 
which 
is 
so 
nearly 
suited 
to 
the 
notions 
of 
“Inform” workers in this country. Great 
Britain levies a tariff on tobacco ranging 
from 87 cents per pound on the natural 
leaf to $1.32 per pound for the manufac­ 
tured article, and collects m the neigh­ 
borhood of $50,COO,COO in some years— 
or about half the revenue that comes 
from her tariff. 
But inasmuch as tobacco is • crop tuft 
can be grown on a variety of soils, and 
under conditions koown to prevail in 
many portions of the kingdom—and for­ 
merly was grown to some extent in Ire­ 
land—this heavy tariff cf five hundred 
to one thousand per oent laid against Im­ 
portations would naturally serve as a 
stimulant to home production, But at this 
point a most interesting aspeot of the 
*'revenue only” policy is brought into 
view. By law the raising of tobacco is 
prohibited throughout the United King­ 
dom under penalties attached to felony. 
lo the end that every pound used shall 
first pay revenue at some port of entiy. 
From the standpoint of ‘'reformers” this 
showing operates still further to the dis­ 
advantage of their policy, in view of the 
faot that at least half of the British 
consumption of tobacco is supplied from 
the United States—mostly in the natural 
state, ss the difference of over thirty 
oents per pound between the raw and

Prayer was offered by 
Mrs. Sarah Dc La Fetra, president of 
the Washington branch of the Woman's 
Christian temperance union. 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, president of the 
non-partisan national Woman’s Chris­ 
tian temperance union, was then in­ 
troduced

said 
that 
the 
organization 
over 
which 
she 
was the honored 
president was formed in Cleveland, 
O., in January. 1889, and this was 
the 
first opportunity she had had 
of speaking of its work and aims 
before so distingnished an audience. 
Its great central doctrine was total ab­ 
stinence for the individual and prohibi­ 
tion for the state. The Woman's Chris­ 
tian temperance union had decided to 
devote its energies and influence to 
the support and encouragement of that 
party which would best protect tho 
home; to the party which would lead 
in the great work of temperance re­ 
form. They were true and noble Chris­ 
ma* temperance women who led and 
who followed this as the most prac­ 
ticable plan for attaining the end to 
which all Christian women are striv­ 
ing, 
but guided 
by the 
teachings 
of the past and the necessities of the 
hour a majority had been impressed 
with the belief th at every woman 
should be free to choose her party al­ 
liances, and this gave rise to the non­ 
partisan union. They believed that abso­ 
lu te political liberty was as much the 
right of a woman as that of a man. They 
believed it wrong to ally themselves to 
any political party. There were noble 
Christian temperance workers in all 
political parties. Their representatives 
had been to congress and had received

fire and m other wit. He traveled a great 
deal as an itinerant dealer when he was 
young, and even pushed as far as Turkey 
and Egypt. 
Though of simple ways he 
was not at all vulgar. 
Ho was m uch 
opposed to his son’s choice of a profes­ 
sion, which was th at of a professor of 
law and not, as his father wished, th at 
of grocer in a country town. 
Old M. G am betta was a Genoese. He 
had a distinctly Italian physiognomy. 
The eyes remained black and bright to 
the end, but the face took a yellow 
waxen tinge. 
His hair was long and 
thick and quite white, and his beard, 
shaved at the chin, formed a kind of col­ 
lar under the throat.

The harsh treatment of two children 
by a Hook county family ended to-day 
in tho return cf the little ones to teie 
state ecbccl for 
dependent children. 
They were sent from the school at the 
request 
of 
a farmer, 
who 
prom­ 
ised them a comfortable home in com­ 
pt an ce with the state regulations. 
Apparently the promise was not kept. 
The boy, aged fourteen 
year?, was 
compelled to do heavy work about tue 
farm the same as the tired faun hands, 
and when the day’s work was done, he 
had eighteen cows to milk as his share 
of the “chores.” When the chores were 
done he could sit in the cold kitchen 
where no fire was kept after supper or 
go to bed. Allowing tim to sit wilb the 
rest cf the family in the sitting room was 
not to he thought of. 
The girl, aged sixteen years, was com­ 
pelled to do most cf the house work. 
Neither was she allowed to associate with 
the family, but spent her her time in the 
kitoben. 
The regulations undt« which children 
from the state home are adopted, provide 
that they tball be given ocmfortalle 
homes, treated as members cf the fam­ 
ily and given at least four months’ 
schooling during the year. The regula­ 
tions also provide that they should be 
provided with writing materials for the 
purpose of informing Superintendent 
Busk how they like their new homes 
But the two children that were taken 
away to-day received none of these priv­ 
ileges. 
"You know how to reed and write; 
what more eohoohrg do you want?” wes 
the way they were answered when they 
said they wanted to attend school. The 
girl, becoming dist atle tied, wrote to the 
superintendent, but her 
letter never 
reached him. 
When Superintendent Rusk heard of 
the case he at once came to Janesville 
and was at the Park House when a Ga­ 
zette reporter caw him this morning. 
“ These children have no friend in the 
world bat me,” said he, “ and as long ab 
I have anything to say they shall not be 
treated as sl&vee. They look to me for 
help and protection, and they will gev 
it; When children are adopted we only 
allow them to go en condition that they 
shall 
be what 
the term expresses, 
adopted, and not taken for the purpose 
of cheap servants. I will not allow that, 
and shall take these two back with me 
today. The farmer who adopted them is 
well to do. He is not poor, and there is 
no excuse for bis treating them the way 
he does. Both of them are bright, hon­ 
est and of good disposition. Of course 
they expect to work, but as members of 
the family they should not be oompelkd 
to perform seivice that would not be ex 
peoted of any other. 
" The girl came to the ecbool from near 
Green Bay. She will now have a good 
home. A state senator, of Hancock 
wants her, and if she wants to go she 
can. He will treat her as she should be 
treated—not as a servant—but as one ct 
a own children. 
“The boy came fro rn Chippewa Pal 
originally, and is a bright and good du 
positioned young fellow. Au attorney 
in Montana wants to adopt him, and he 
will probably want to go.” 
Mr. Rusk is a brother of Secrelsty 
Ruek, aud has been superintendent cf 
the Sparta Home for a long time.

The exercises in the kindergarten Mr. 
Proctor reports, have been found service­ 
able to a marked degree, in giving the 
younger pupils manual dexterity, and 
ideas of form, in whioh they are, owinB 
to their lack of vision, especially defi­ 
cient. This training is supplemented* 
as to the ftmsle pupils, with bead-work, 
needle-work rn its various forms, and 
sc me cf the lighter household service. 
With the male pupils it is carried for­ 
ward in the shops, where they engage in 
broom-makmg, cane-eeatiDg, 
netting 
and carpet-weaving under Ibe instruc­ 
tion cf special teachers. 
“Speaking in general teims,” eays Mr. 
Proctor, “ their educetional advancement 
is quite es rep.a ted thorough cb that 
in schools for teeing children where in­ 
dustrial training is not included; and, 
when one remembers the physical defect 
with which they have to contend, their 
acquirements appear really extraordinary, 
and emphasize the w ivern of the state’s 
provision for their education.” 
From eight to ten years are required to 
complete the course cf study as now ar­ 
ranged.
